THE DREAM OF A BOSS. 

When a man.announces a purpose to actom- 
plish a great and-a desirable object. it is well ‘to 
inquire into his powers and propensities. 

Jeptha D. Howe has an ambitious plan to re- 
form the city government of St. Louis. He be- 
jlieves he can do it. He has given to the public 
through the columns of the Post-Dispatch an out- 
line of bis project and of the theories on which 
he is acting. Mr. Howe is chairman of the Re- 
publican City Committee, and as such is jn a 
position to receive much assistance politically | 
from the new Republican Governor of the State. 
His brother-in-law, Seebert G. Jones, was chosen 
as Circuit Attorney at the recent election. - There 
need be no doubt that a St. Louis reformer hav-~ 


tor and having full control of the local organiza- 
tion of a victorious party is in a position to do 
things of one kind or another. 

A question of equal importance and yet involved 
in much more doubt relates to Mr. Howe’s mo- 


politician of ability, who is not overburdened with 
scruples. To tell the plain truth, he hes not been 
looked upon as an ideal reformer. If he can over- 
turn the city government and secure the adoption 
of a new charter a few things will be certain. The 
new government will be partisan Republican. The 
new charter wil] be Republican. Mr. 
self, whether in office or not, will be more power- 
ful than he-is now, and whether the change shall 
prove to be beheficial or not will depcgst largely 
upon the real purpose of the controlling mind. 

To reform the House of Delegates is in itself an 
undertaking of the first magnitude. That body 
seems to be as bad at this time as it can be, but 
a House of Delegates’dominated by “Mr. Howe 
might not be in @il_ respects an improvement. If 
we can imagine a practical politician, already in 
possession of great power, in practical control of 
the municipal government and using all the in- 
strumentalities in his hands only for the public 
good, we shall have a picture stich as Mr. Howe 
would like to have us contemplate. Is such a 
thing probable? Is ft even possible. 

The Post-Dispatch will help almost anybody to 
mend or to end the House of Delegates, but in the 
case of Jeptha D. Howe it would like to know 
exactly what he wants, what he expects to be,

GOMPERS. 

In the convention of the American Federation 
of Labor there does not seem to be any disposi- 
tion to trample on Sam Gompers or make things 
unpleasant for him because of his unlucky po- 
litical adventure. 

Gompers is a man of personal force, intelli- 
gent, honest and even simple minded. He is be- 
sides an able genera] who is entitled to the re- 
spect of his fellow men. Nobody except in the 
heat of controversy ever accused him of unfair 
methods or questioned the good character of his 
motives, He is a good: fighter and: knows how 
to win his fights, but his adversaries have not 
to contend against the tricky treachery of a dem- 
‘agogue. Whatever else he is, Sam Gompers is 
not a demagogue; neither is he a fool or a knave. 
Gompers is a useful citizen as well as a sturdy 
union man. Even Theodore ‘Roosevelt will ad- 
mit that, when he recovers from the terrific ex- 
citement of the past few months. Gompers has 
done good public work in co-operation with in- 
telligent men of a conservative turn of mind 
and has won their esteem and affection, even 
when they could: not agree with him. He has 
received some hard knocks during the past few 
months, but most of them were purely Pick- 
wickian and Gompers comes out of it not se- 
verely injured. We have not yet seen the end of 
Gompers. 
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THE ST. LOUIS POSTOFFICE. 
If Postmaster Rufus Baston could drop in on 
Postmaster Frank Wyman we may be sure that 
each could tell the other many interesting and 
curious anecdotes. Easton, who first held the 
St. Louis Postoffice, served from July 4, 1804, until 
Oct. 14, 1815. He set up in a small room in a 
stone building on the southeast corner of Third 
and Elm streets. He was allowed nothing for 
rent but- the Government gave him $10 for a 
desk. The New York and Philadelphia mail came 
in once a week, on horseback and from Vin- 
cennes, Ste. Genevieve and Cahokia twice a month. 
The revenues amounted to some $75 or $100 a 
year during Mr. Easton's term. 
Easton was succeeded by Dr. Robert Simpson, 
who moved the office to Simpson & Quarles’ drug 
store, on the west side of Main street, between 
Elm and Myrtle, Capt. A. T. Crane, U. S. A,, 
succeeded. in 1822 and took the office to a little 
room in a stone building occupied by the Bank of 
St. Louis. The following year it was moved to 
Mrs. Chouteau’s stone mansion, south side of 
Chestnut, below Second. 
From that ti:ie until 1859 the St. Louis: Post- 
office wandered about on Chestnut street, from 
Second street, out as far as Third and Fourth. 
In that year it was established in a commodious 
building on the corner of Third and Olive, erect- 
ed by the Government. This building wag the 
center of excitement in its day and is still a valued 
landmark, caring for the odds and ends of Federal 
service. 
On July 27, 1884, the office was again moved to 
the great building on the block bounded by Olive, 
Locust, Eighth and Ninth streets, where Mr. Wy- 
man now presides at a desk which probably cost 
more than Mr, Easton's. The appropriation for 
this building was procured by Congressman Eras- 
tus Wells, father of Mayor Rolla Wells. Nearly 
$7,000,000 went into the property, including the 
price of the ground. 
Mr. Easton had no clerk, but did his own work.

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| THE MULTIPLICATION TABLE ATTACKED. 

"Not dong ago the Post-Dispatch reported the 
Goniition of the most remarkablé “natural mathe- 
matician” Missouri ever produced. He is in the 
Poorhouse at Kansas City. His condition, as re- 
ported, ranged from great dissatisfaction with 
things as they are, to a sort of stupefied content- 
ment on sunshiny days. 

Now comes the Cosmos of Paris, France, to 
reinforce this with an attack on the multiplica- 
tion table. It thinks that when public school 
children begin to develop mathematical brilliancy 
they begin to show unfitness for almost every- 
thing else. If they go on, they may become 
“laughing stocks.” 

This is borne out in history, made outside of 
the Kansag City Poorhouse. Most people laugh 
at the story of the mathematical genius who 
boiled his watch. 
fractions of seconds for mathematical purposes. 
He began timing an egg he was boiling. When 
he went to take the egg out of the kettle, he 
found that he had it in his hand and that he had 
boiled his watch, timing it by the egg. 

Of course, this made him a laughing stock. His 
name, however, was Newton, Isaac Newton, af- 
terwards Sir Isaac Newton. He was one of a 
number of people with mathematical minds who 
have escaped both the Poorhouse and the denger 
of idiocy which the Cosmos thinks may lurk 
back of mathematics. 

While all the public school children who study 
the multiplication table cannot expect to dis- 
cover the lawg of the attraction of gravitation, 
they may escape the Poorhouse. It will be well 
to encourage them to learn as much as possible of 
the multiplication table and its uses, at any rate. 
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GERMAN PROGRESS. 

Chancellor von Buelow’s speech in the Reichs- 
tag is one of the most important utterances ever 
heard in the course of the progress of responsible 
parliamentary government. The closing words 
read like a challenge to the Emperor himself and 
the autocratic idea which he tries to embody: 

The recognition by His Majesty of the unjust mis-

yicy and the authority of the crown, is indispensable. 


If this proves not to be so,. neither I nor any one of 
my successors could take the responsibility. 

This means that in future the German Em- 
peror, like the British King, may speak only by 
the mouth of his ministers and that the Ger- 
man Government has no element of personal 
authority but is entirely and without qualifica- 
tion a government of law. It means, moreover, 
that the ministers’ responsibility is to the people 
of Germany rather than to the man who sits in 
the palace trying to think he is more than a 
public functionary with his powers carefully de- 
fined by law and usage. 

It is not probable that this end will be reached 
and secured all at once or without a struggle. 
William has a lively sense of his own personal 
worth and is not the man.to yleld cheerfully in 
matters in which his will has hitherto prevailed. 
But he made the issue himself and the nation 
seems ready to meet him. If his Chancellor fails 
him and.refuses to go counter to public opinion, 
it is not likely that he wil] be willing to risk 
everything for the sake of an antiquated idea of 
kingship. 

For a man of the present Emperor’s active, en- 
ergetic temperament it will be very difficult to 
give up the direction of world politics and having 
But soon- 
er or later he or his successor must surrender and 
find what satisfaction he can in laying corner 
stones and opening bazars. In these days min- 
isters listen to the voice of the people, who 
possess the real authority. Royalty is a cere- 
mony only, and the crown a “metaphor kept in 
the tower,” as Tom Paine described it in 1793. 
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HITCHCOCK HIMSELF. 

‘Young Mr. Hitchcock is inclined to felicitate 
himself because in the course of the campaign he 
made no pledges in behalf of Mr. Taft and so the 
successful candidate will enter upon his duties 
absolutely untrammeled by obligations assumed 
by the Republican machine.

We also suggest that a committee of 
responsible citizens take possession of the presidents 
of both gas companies and keep them in durance, 
or, rather, undér surveillance, with a distinct un- 
derstanding that at the very first minute after the 
two companies consolidate. both presidents shal) be 
compelled to live on a diet of gas. Thus only may 
the fortunate seashore town insure a continuance 
of the present happy competition.

S T. LOUIS’ musical season of 1908-09 opened so brilliantly with the first 








concert by the Symphony Orchestra at the Odeon last Thursday even- 
ing that the event demands a special later consideration, following the 
next day’s review of its several features. 
The work of the organization itself is of peculiar significance at this mo- 
ment. Conductor Zach now enters upon his second year of orchestral direction 
in St. Louis. He hes been enabjed to reorganize and make some additions to his 
forces. His own individuality should now be convincingly apparent in the con- 
«struetion of programs. The work of the players under his control should now 
reveal the impress of his personality. His leadership is no lofiger an experiment. 
Its results are in evidence.

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Y."M. C. A. Secretary Declares 
Citizens Do Not Give 
Freely to Charity. 








SELF-MADE MEN CLOSE 





Made Their Own Money and 
Find It Difficult to Give 
It Away. 





St. Louis falls behind her sister cities 
of the same class in her contributions 
to the Y. M. C. A. and other phases of 
philanthropic work, according to Ward 
W. Adair, secretary of the Railroad 
Branch, Y¥. M. ©. A., who is soon to 
leave for New York, where he will take 
charge of four Y. M. C. A. branches. 


“I don’t mean. to knock St. Louis,”’ 
said Mr. Adair to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, “I think there is a psychological 
reason for the fact I have stated. The 
rich men of St. Louis are self-made men 
and self-made men always find it rather 
difficult to acquire the philanthropic 
habit with the money they have worked 
hard to accumulate. Russell Sage was a 
notable example of that. 

“In cities older than St. Louis where 
many large fortunes have been handed 
down for several generations the philan- 
thropic habit naturally prevails to a 
greater extent.”’ 

St. Louis Missionary Territory. 

Mr. Adair recalled that Dr. McAfee, 
secretary of the Presbyterian Home 
Mission Board, said recently in a St. 
Louis address that. Missouri, including 
St. Louis, did not contribute its quota 
to home missions and that money. still 
was being sent here from the East, this 
being looked upon as “missionary ter- 
ritory.”’ 

Mr. Adair has prepared figures to 
show how St. Louis compares in Y. M. 
C. A. income and work with other cities. 
St. Louis’ Y. M. C. A. has but $36,077 a 
year, while Washington, with 339,000 
population, as compared to St. Louis’ 
750,000, has $69,956; Boston, with 600,000 
population, has $79,605; Buffalo, with 
400,000, has $78,972, and Cincinnati, with 
423,000, has $41,071. 

This, Mr. Adair said, is not due to 
inefficiency on the part of the Y. M. 
C. A. here, for in the number of men 
in the work and the character of the 
work done compares very favorably 
with any of the cities named. 

Bequests to Charity Rare Here, 

Mr. Adair expressed some of these 
ideas at a meeting of his fellow Y. 
M. C, A. employes, held at the Rail- 
road Branch last week. He said in 
the course of his address that he fre- 
quently had heard wealthy men say, 
if some big Y. M. C. A. project for 
St. Louis was mentioned, ““‘Why, don’t 
you get Miss Gould—or Mrs. Sage—or 
Rockefeller to fo” for you?” 

He added that the Probate Court rec- 
ords here showe that bequests to 
charity by St. Louisans were neither 
so numerous nor §0 large as In many 
other cities. z 

He recommended that a campaign of 
education be started to correct this 
State of affairs. 

Mr. Adair will be located at the 
Madison Avenue Branch of the New 
York Y. M. C. A., for which branch 
Cornelius Vanuerbilt recently erected: a 
beautiful new building. He will have 
supervisory charge of three other 
branches. He has been in St. Louis 
two years and three months and in 
the Y. M. C. A. work 16 years. He will 
leave for New York Nov. 24.

COLUMBUS, Ind., Nov. 14.—When the 
Democrats of the Ninth Judicial District, 
which is composed of Bartholomew and 
Decatur. counties, began casting about 
for a candidate for Prosecuting Attorney 
they coild find no lawyer willing to pay 
for the place on the ticket. All seemed 
to believe the 1000 Republican majority 
made election impossible. 

Finally, however, some one suggested 
@ bright young man, not yet'a lawyer, 
but a law student in the andiana Uni- 
versity at bloomington. The young man, 
William Victor O’Doneil, aged 24, con- 
sented to accept the nomination.. He 
immediately left the university, came 
here, was admitted to the Bartholomew 
County bar, made seven speeches in ten 
days and the trick was done. 

When the vote was counted it was 
found that he had, overcome the 1000 
majority and was elected by a plurality 
of 298. 

Young O’Donell has paid his expenses 
at the university by working for local 
newspapers as reporter for half years 
and during vacations. He was grad- 
uated from the Columbus High School 
in the class of 1903 and. while in that 
school he won three oratorical contests, 
one in a State contest. 

Immediately after his election he re- 
turned to the Indiana University, where 
he will remain until Jan. 1, when he will 
return and take charge of the Prosecut- 
ing Attorney’s o1lice. ..e would have 
been graduat’ 1 from the university next 
June.

Urged by his wife, 
he searched all Oklahoma. He went to 
Arkansas and beat the State. He sge- 
cured a.clew leading to.Chicago, and he 
hurried to the great city on the lake. 
Here in the mazes of streets and amid 
the hundreds of thousands of building 
numbers, his clew was lost. The fugitive 
‘mother and her babe, it seemed, were 
[not to be found. 

But just as he was about to give up 
the search and turn with empty arms to 
his wife’s empty heart, he’ gained a new 
light and turned it upon the mystery. 
He searched the orphanages, and finally 
through them was directed to St. Vin- 
cent Orphanage in Columbus, O. In that 
city he found the mother was making 


the child. 

After a bitter court fight, the mother’s 
pitiful pleas were denied. The three-year 
search was over. The child, now 6 
years old, was given to its father. The 
child’s real mother is childless again, 
and the foster mother now once more 
clasps in her arms her husband’s dearly 
beloved child by another woman.

I hope you will accept my deep 
sympathy. Like every other good 
American, I hold your husband in 
peculiar regard for the absolutely 
fearless way in which he has at- 
tacked and exposed corruption 
without any regard to the political 
or social prominence of the of- 
fender, or to the dangerous char- 
acter of the work. 

“Your husband has taken his Ife 
in his hands in doing this great 
task for our people and he is en- 
titled to the credit and esteem and 
above all to the heartiest support, 
of all good citizens. 

“The infamous character of the 
man Who has assaulted him 
should add not only to the horror 
and detestation felt for the deed, 
but to the determination of all 
decent citizens to stamp out the 
power of all men of his kind.

MURDER CASE 


Miss Ada Lowry, Friend of 
Club Manager, Knew 
Soldier. | 
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NO DANCE WITH: ‘HIM 
Dead--Man Quarreled With 
“Jim the Bouncer” Over 
Her, It Is Said. 











After searching for two days, the po- 
lice of the Carondelet District last night 
found Miss Ada Lowry of 7901 Minne- 
sota av jue at her home. She was tak- 
en to the Carondelet Station, where she) 
made a’written statement to Lieut. 
Doyle denying that she knew anything 
of the murder of Loyis D. Forsythe, the 
Jefferson Barracks «oldier, who was 
found dying at. the Broadway~ Club, at 
8605 South Broadway. 

Miss Lowry was found by Policeman 
Gleason, who has been stationed at the 
Broadway Club since Forsythe was 
killed. She is the woman about whom 
Forsythe and a man Known as “Jim 
the Bouncer’ are said by frequenters of 
the club to have quarreled. 

In her written statement A .ss Lowry 
said she and Forsythe were not sweet- 
hearts and that she had not accompa- 
nied him to dances or parties since 
1906, when she met James Asher, man- 
ager of the club. She had met For- 
sythe in 1904 and from that time until 
she met Asher had been in Forsythe’s 
company frequently. 

The night Forsythe received the inju- 
ries which caused his death, she said, 
she was -not with Forsythe:and did 
not speak-~to him during the evenin~. 
She admitted being in the Broadway 
Club from 8:30 p. m. until 1 a. m. She 
also said she knew of no reason “for 
trouble between Asher and Forsythe 
on her account, as she had never given 
Asher cause to be jealous, and she and 
Forsythe had never been .more than 
friends. . 


She Returns Home. 
After her statement she was released 


and returned to her home. 

At the inquest, five soimuiers testified 
that Forsythe told them he was afraid 
to go to the Broadway Club because a 
man who was known there as “Jim the 
Bouncer,’’ and who worked there, had 
threatened. to kill him if he did not 
cease his attentions to a certain woman 
who was the sweetheart of ‘Jim the 
Bouncer.’”’ 

Claude Hock, one of these witnesses, 
says the gin) was Ada Lowry. He says 
he was sitting with Forsythe on the 
porch of a saloon on South Broadway 
nearly opposite the Broadway Club 
when she came along and asked For- 
sythe to go down to the ciub with her, 
and Frosythe refused because she was 
the sweetheart of a man who worked at 
the club who had threatened to ‘“‘get’’ 
him. , 

Lizzie Webb, Mrs. V. Edwards and 
Amanda Scherman declare that Miss 
Lowry was at the Broadway Club and 
that she danced there with Forsythe the 
night he was murdered. Forsythe had a 
quarrel with another soldier over 
AmandaiScherman the same evening 
but all agree they did not come to 
blows. 

Seen With Asher. 

James Asher, the manager of the 
Broadway Club, is one of the men 
who have been Keeping company with 
Miss Lowry. The police of the Ca- 
rondelet District, among them Officer 
Stutte and Sergeant Schaffer, say they 
have seen Asher and Miss Lowry to- 
gether many times recently and that 
she was a frequenter of the Broadway 
Club.

Broadway Club yesterday 
late hour last night it was 
said that Asher was not there, al- 
though he usually goes to work at 
6:30 o'clock in the evening. 

Although Chief Creecy had declared 
Thursday that he would close the 
Broadway Club because of the pres- 
ence of carousing women there after 
midnight, as clearly proven. in the 
Forsythe case, the club was wide open 
all yesterday and ixust night. 

In connection with the death of 
Forsythe there was a. strange colincl- 
dence which the soldiers at Jefferson 
Barracks declare is a wonderul in- 
stance of telepathy or thought trans- 
ferrance.

If his making of the Bagdad 
Railway a political matter gives them 
offense? ‘Why all his perpetual allu- 
sions to the growing sea power of En- 
gland? Of course the German Navy !s 
directed against England. No wonder 
his policy has aroused within them ant- 
mosity unthinkable 20 years ago. This 
animosity will increase, never diminish, 
until an end is put once for ail to con- 
duct which can only result, if continued, 
in ruining Germany’s prestige were an 
army of 40,000,000 instead of 4,000,000 to 
defend us or strive to bring back our 
self-respect. 

Germany, now politically mature, de- 
mands*the instantaneous cessation of 
this personal rule, which has grown to 
be intolerable. 

We hear that the Kaiser has shot 
three dozen deer when we wish to guar- 
antee that he ho longer will jeopardize 


ing foxes or listening with immense 
pleasure to a cabaret artist when his 
people are suffering pangs of uneasi- 
ness. Bismarck once said to me: “The 
Kaiser would like everyone of his days 
to be a birthday.’’ We grown men dis- 
like the fuss of birthdays, but the Kai- 
ser delights in it. He loves the IlIime- 
light. When it rains on his birthday he 
is insulted. 
Another Dig at England. 

Look at his recent meeting with Zep- 
pelin. He has altered nothing in his 
ways. He exclaims, “Let us build ships 
quickly, as many airships as possible.” 

Against whom is this directed if not 
England? And England knows it. 

Look at the recent tnterview. It is 
full of indiscretions. Rumor has it that 
King Edward was the subject of the 
hostile criticism in that Interview. 

Qibserve the Kaiser as he proceeds 
from one silly festival to another al) 
over the country. 

Is it any wonder that the country has 
been lashed to a rage for 2 years? We 
have shown ourselves to be a miracle 
of patience. , We pent up our feelings, 
they are now in eruption. 

The whole aim and object of his min- 
isters, including Von Buelow, has been 
to put the Kaiser on their side. No 
step has been taken without the first 
thought being, ‘‘What will the Kaiser 
say?’’ 

Probably the Kaiser 1s in bad health. 
If so, I imagine that will explain much 
of what now seems inexplainable. 

Von Buelow cannot remain before the 
representatives of the people. He dis- 
piayed timidity, want of grasp, inabili- 
ty to look the situation in the face 
and imperfect apprehension of the true 
inwardness of the crisis. He cannot 
compel the iser to relinquish the 
reins of personal government which he 
has held without dispute for 20 years. 
The Kaiser's physiology is formed. He 
is 50. 

Need of a Strong Man, 

The situation demands a man of far 
intenser will than Von Buelow has, one 
who will ruthlessly assert himself as 
the utterer of the will of the German 
nation. A second: Bismarck is wanted. 
Von Buelow formerly was more influ- 
ential than he is now. He has allowed 
the reins to slacken. 

I don’t believe the Kaiser has people 
around him influencing him as the BHu- 
lenbergs did. All of his recent rule 
which has given such offense is entirely 
his own doing. 

There is only one way of dealing 
with the. situation. The Kaiser is 
amenable to fear—fear that his posi- 
tion as ruler will be impaired, Let 
1t be made clear to him that a cdn- 
tinuance of personal rule spells dis- 
aster for, him, for his successor and 
for his house, and that every ill-ad- 
vised, injudicious act or word means 
the strengthening of the Republican 
party and the weakening of those 
hosts which once were his reliance. 
Not until then will he yield. 

Much blame is also to be attached 
to the Socialists, For years, instead 
of being the enemies of absolution, 
they have been its defenders, not dl- 
rectly, but indirectly. Their Marxian, 
their brutal methods of warfare have 


alienated people who sympathize with 
their ideals, have driven them into the 
Royalist camp. Let the Soctalists al- 
ter their tactics, let them coalesce 
with the Esser Gerliche parties and 
half the battle will be won.

Mrs. Owens Wants to Return 
to the Country, Where 
People “Can Live.” 





Mrs. John Owens, who became a moth- 
er about a week ago, and since then has 
seen her baby die and taken away from 


hisband, was found yesterday afternoon 
by a reporter for the Post-Dispatch. She 
was prostrated in a small room at 3100 
Lawton avenue, endeavoring to take 
care of her daughter, Grace, 3 years old, 
and her boy, George, 18, who is suffer- 
ing from malaria. 

Ill though she was she was up until 
she was ordered to bed under penalty 
of severe illness by J. T. Nugent,. a 
senior medical student of the Washing- 
ton University Medical College, who has 
been doing what he could for her. 

The baby died Thursday and Owens 
had not enough money to bury it in 
St. Louls, so he. took it to. Rader, 
where he had a burial lot in a ceme- 
tery. When he left he had only 
cnough money to take him to Rader 
and the family was left penniless, 
without coal or food. Saturday the 
Provident Association sent Mrs. 
Owens some coal and food, but the 
latter was too coarse for a woman 
in her conditin., 

Owed Most of His Salary, 

“My husband came to St. Louls last 
spring,” said Mrs. Owens; “but he was 
without work all through the simmer 
and did not get anything to do until 
September, whem he got work as a 
teamster at $10 a week. He owed so 
much that we have had the use of lit- 
tle of his'wages since. 
ill, and the baby came and died, and it 
has been terrible. 

‘We are from the country and did not 
krow what we were coming to In the 
city. My husband thought he could 
make mere money here than he could 
in‘the country, but he failed. There 
is no such poverty in the country as 
there is in the city. Out in the coun- 
try there is always plenty to eat and 
woog to burn and little house rent to 
pay. If we had hgd even $10 this fall 
we could have gone there and fixed 
ourselves for the winter. 

“Country people snould not come to 
the city. But I was sick for a long 
time and my husband had to give up 
the farm to bring me to town, where I 
could get medical attention, and so we 
drifted from town’ to town, getting 
work where we could until we got to 
St. Louis. If we ever can get back to 
the country again we shall never leave 


Mrs. Owens has been compelled to 
leave her bed long before she should 
have, to attend to the wants of her lit- 
tle children.

Meantime, in an attempt to find her 
daughter and permit her to make a 
final choice between the two careers bew~ 
tween which the girl hesitated, Mrs. 
Phelps has appealed to the Post-Dis- 
patch, as the best assistance she could 
find. 

Mrs. Phelps came to St. Louls from 
Marion yesterday and went at once to 
Police Headquarters. There before re- 
questing Chief Creecy to take a hand 
in the search she first inquired for a 
Post-Dispatch reporter to whom she/ 
gave an. account of her daughter’s dis- 
appearance. 

A postcard sent by Ulah to Lena

marked St: Louis, Nov, 12. In this 
message to her former companion, Ulah 
declared that she had been adopted by 
a rich man and was wearing ‘fine 
clothes."’ 

“I like everything very much,’ she 
wrote, “and go out with the rich man’s 
wife every day.” 

She Disecards Her Clothing, 

Having discarded the clothing which 
she wore when she left Marion, the 
girl will be less easy to trace. A bear- 
skin cloak, a red hat and a pink woolen 
skirt, trimmed in black velvet stripes, 
were the parts of her costume on which 
her mother depended in locating her. 

Now Mrs. Phelps’ hopes of getting 
news of her daughter center in the at- 
tention which will be attracted by her 
childish features—full red Hps, large 
hazel eyes and plenteous dark brown 
hair. Ulah is five feet tall and weighs 
but 80 pounds. |

MORE PROOF OF 
GUNNESS DEATH 


Her Dentist Fully Identifies 
Gold Crowns and False 
Teeth. 





LAPORTE, Ind., Nov. 14.—The State 
in the trial of Ray Lamphere for the 
murder of Mrs, Belle Gunness and her 
three children, forged several links in 
the chain to prove that the adult fe- 
male body taken from the ruins of the 
Gunness house on May 6 was that of 
the arch-murderess. Witnesses testi- 
fied to seeing on the fingers of Mrs. 
Gunness during her life, the two rings 
introduced in evidence and testified to 
as having been found on the fingers 
of the dead woman. 

Dr. I. P. Norton, Mrs. Gunness’ dent- 
ist, furnished prebably the strongest 
proof yet introduced by fully identify- 
ing diagrams of Mrs. Gunness’ mouth, 
describing the dental work which he 
did for her and then fully and complete- 
ly identifying the gofa crowns and false 
teeth found in the ruins as peing those 
which he made for Mrs. Gunness. 

! Defense Scores a Point. 

The defense scored one point, when 
Dr. J. W. William Meyer, a State wit- 
ness, gave it as his opinion that death 
was due to “contraction of the heart, 
like some case of poisoning, possibly 
strychnine.”’ 

The indictment against Lamphere is 
for first degree murder “‘by arson” and 
so the defense is elated. Dr. Meyer’s 
testimony in a certain degree supported 
the evidence of Wr, Long, who gave it 
as his opinion that death might have 
been caused by strychnia poisoning. 

Mrs. Frances J. Flynn, a neighbor of 
Mrs. Gunness, testified that Mrs. Gun- 
ness had been uniformly kind to the 
children. .The witness told of visiting 
the Gunness place on the morning of 
the fire and being present when the 
four bodies were found. She testified 
that at that time she was able to identi- 
fy each body as it was taken out. 





Finds Husband Dead on Foor.

JUVENILE COURT 
WANTS JOBS FOR 


‘Establishes an Employment 
Agency and Will Keep 
Eye on Wards. 


If there are 650 jobs in St. Louis suifta- 
ble for boys and girls, the Juvenile 
Court would like to hear of them. The 
Court has that number of wards for 
whom it it is seeking employment. 

In the hope of keeping the children 
out of mischief by finding work for 
them Judge Allen and Chief Probation 
Officer Roger N. Baldwin have estab-- 
lished an employment. bureau which 
will be advertised among the manufac- 
turers, jobbers and retailers of the city. 
This bureau will be the only agency of 
the sort in St. Louis and its efforts 
will be limited altogether te the de- 
linquent children who are put on parole 
or probation by the Court. 

Already 180 letters have been sent to 
employers asking that they hire as 
many of the Court’s wards as possible. 
Even while at work the boy or girl’ will 
remain under the guardianship of the 
Court. Failure to accept a place, or to 
keep it when obtained, will subject the 
ward to discipline by the Court. It will 
be stipulated, however, that there shall 
be no disclosure of the fact that a boy 
or girl hired through the ‘bureau is a 
ward of the Court.

“Holding Out.”

Does Not Believe Octopus 
Has Control of Her Book 
Attacking It. 





NEW YORK, Nov. 14.—Announcement 
that Doubleday, Page & Co. had ab- 
‘Sorbed the book publishing business of 
the S. S. McClure Co., which pub- 
lished Ida M. Tarbell’s history of Stand- 
ard Oil, having given rise to rumors 
that the Rockefeller combination was 
interested in the former publishing 
house, Miss Tarbell today discussed the 
possibility of her being forced to accept 
royalties from the company she flayed. 

“That certainly would be cruel ret- 
ribution,” laughed Miss Tarbell, ‘“‘but I 
doubt if there is any danger of such 
a remarkable contingency urising. I 
think the story has its foundation in 
the fact that the Standard Oil Co. is 
believed to have subscribed for 40,000 
copies of Mr. Rockefeller’s memoirs, 
now running in World’s Work, a Dou- 
bleday, Page & Co. publication. 

“T have no knowledge that the Stand- 
ard company has any interest in the 
Doubleday company. Personally I do 
not believe it has a dollar invested. I 
consider. it a very clever piece of jour- 
halism for Mr. Doubleday to have se- 


chance to sell, as is alleged, 40,000 copies. 


Deoesn’t Want Tainted Money, 

“As to the future of my book and 
the royalties connected with it, I have 
only received formal notice of the trans- 
fer along with other authors. The let- 
ter conveyed the wish that the relations 
existing with my former publishers 
might be maintained. The copyright 
goes with the sale, and in the remote 
event that the Standard Oil Co. is in- 
terested in Doubleday, Page & Co., it 
could suppress my work.”’ 

‘“‘Are you averse to toying with tainted 
money ?” 

“T certainly don’t want Standard Oil 
money,’ was the spirited reply; ‘but 
I'll wait-until it is offered to me. As 
I said before. I don’t thing there is a 
chance of such a situation arising. If it 
should be true that Standard Oil is in- 
erested in the Doubleday concern, I 
don’t think I'll have to worry about 
my royalties. There won’t be any. It 
‘sn’t logical that the company would 
pay for an attack on itself.”’ 

“What do you think of John D.’s 
memoirs?” 

“I’ve enjoyed them immensely. I 
shouldn’t call them memoirs, 
He. is using a whole lot of words, but 
he is not telling anything. Mr. Rocke- 
feller is too wise and canny to tell the 
public the real story of his life. It’s 
a real amiable story he is. telling, 
though, and sometimes I laugh out loud 
when I’m reading it.’’ 

“Then it’s your opinion that John D. is 
‘holding out’—that he’s ‘under cover? ”’ 


Thinks He’s “Holding Out,” 

Miss Tarbell appeared to be in doubt 
as to what was meant by these terms. 
They were explained to her 

“Holding out Is as good a phrase as 
any,’ she answered. 

“Has he told us his right name?’ 
asked the reporter. 

“Just about, and a little bit more,” 
was the knowing reply. 

“What do you suppose Mr. Rockefel- 
ler will do with those 40,000 copies of 
his life?’’ 

“As I understand it,”’ said Miss Tar- 
bell, “‘they are to go to Mr. Rockefeller’s 
employes as Christmas presents.’ 

“How would you like to wake up 
Christmas morning and find the Life 
of John D. Rockefeller peeking over the 
rim of your stocking?’ 

“I think I should lose all faith in 
Santa Claus,’’ was the response. 

When it was suggested to Miss Tar- 
bell that the mellowing influence of 
time and the efforts of an energetic pub- 
lisher might result in a coalition: of lit- 
erary interests between herself and the 
Petroleum Poet of Pocantico Hills, she 
smiled broadly. When the selling possi- 
bilities of ‘“‘Words and Music by Tarbel) 
and Rockefeller’’ were suggested, she 
made no attempt to conceal her merri- 
ment.

PARIS, Nov. 4.—The latest American 
woman to “invade,” to conquer Paris 
and to win universal admiration for her 
courage and learning is Miss Florence 
Haywood of Indianapolis. She has in- 
stalled herself as a guide to the Louvre; 
she conducts through the galleries and 
museum parties, which vary in number 
from 16 to 6, and which usually are 
made up of her compatriots. 


She is as original and animated as 
learned and critical. She lectures on the 
Louvre’s artistic treasures to her per- 
sonally conducted patrons, and insists 
that her illuminating remarks are de- 
livered in “the American tongue,’’ re- 
fusing persistently to speak of the “En- 
glish”’ language. 


Miss Haywood’s lectures are wholly 
unlike the usual dry, stereotyped, 
“guide-booky” remarks which guides to 
the Louvre have emitted for scores of 
years. Americans who know of Miss 
Haywood refuse to engage any other 
guide; so she is making much money in 
her unique venture. 

She has written a book describing and 
explaining the pictures in the Louvre 
and dedicated it to Miss Flora Wilson, 
daughter of the American Secretary of 
Agriculture, who is studying singing 
here. 

The curator of the Louvre is_ lost 
equally in admiration of Miss Haywood's 
knowledge of his treasures and in sur- 
prise at her Yankee progressiveness. 

“There is no sanctuary sacred from 
the invasion of American women,” said 
the curator to the Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondent. “They do not stand ike peris 
at the gates of Paradise—they walk in.” 

American Girl Wins. 

Miss Yvonne Stemmler, daughter of 
Willlam Stemmler of New York, has the 
proud distinction of winning from 200 
competitors a large prize for the best 
essay in French on the subject, “How 
Should Marguerite in ‘Faust’ be Dressed 
for the Stage?” The judges expressed 
surprise that an American should win 
so brilliantly in a literary competition 
through the vehicle of the French lan- 
guage. 

In her essay Miss Stemmler took the 
bold but perfectly natura! stand that 
as Marguerite was a peasant ‘girl she 
should be dressed as a peasant girl and 
not in the flowing drapery, the aristo- 
cratic robes in which she usually ap- 
pears on the stage.

This disposition of her estate estab- 
lishes the fact that she was not mar- 
ried two years ago to Ernest Lawford, 
the English actor, as many of her and 
his friends believed. 
Lawford first attracted attention in 
this country as the “‘temporary”’ butler 
in “Mrs. Leffingwell’s Boots.’’ Later he 
played the role.of the pirate with 
Maude Adams in “Peter Pan,’’ It ts pos- 
sible that he was remembered in Mrs. 
Osborn’s will, but this wil? not be | 
known until the document is filed. 
in September, 
1905, Robert A. Osborn, whom she had 
married in 1893. In August,*1906, shortly 
after the sensational marriage of Mrs. 
Osborn’s former bosom friend, Mrs. 
Leslie Carter, to a young actor named 
Lewis Payne, it was reported in theatri- 
cal circles and in the Bohemian society 
set that Mrs. Osborn had married Ern- 
est Lawford. 

Often Seen Together. 

There was extended publication of 
the alleged marriage at the time. Mrs. 
Osborn and Lawford were in Europe. 

Mrs. Osborn continued to build up her 
dressmaking business and Mr. Lawford 
resumed his work on the stage. During 
all his spare time in the city he was 
Mrs. Osborn’s devoted attendant and 
their marriage became settled as a mat- 
ter of fact. It was even reported that 
Mr. Lawford had allowed a wife in Eng- 
land to divorce him so that he might 
marry Mrs. Osborn. 

When Mrs. Osborn was taken ill with 
appendicitis two weeks ago Mr. Law- 
ford took virtual charge of affairs at 
her home, receiving visitors and. con- 
sulting with the doctors and nurses. 
He was deeply distressed when she did 
not show a perfect recovery. after the 
first operation. His advice was sought 
when the surgeons decided upon a sec- 
ond, 

Denied at Deathbed. 

This operation was performed on 
Tuesday. It proved to be. uhavailing, 
and Mr. Lawford was told late in. the 
evening that the patient could not re- 
cover. 

Several of Mrs. Osborn’s_ closest 
friends were at her home Wednesday 
awaiting the end. In the presence of 
these persons, it is said, Mr. Lawferd 
felt censtrained to say that if any false 
impression concerning Mrs.*Osborn and 
himself was publicly current he desired 
to correct it before she died. He then 
announced that the report of their mar- 
riage was a mistake, adding, it is said, 
that the ceremony would have been per- 
formed but for the fact that he was 
already married. Soon after this Mrs. 
Osbern died. 

Mrs. Josefa Osborn was one of the 
most remarkable and clever women in 
New York. She conceived the idea ef 
starting a dressmaking estabHshment in 
1898, when her husband met with finan- 
eial reverses. Charles Frohman was 
about to put on a big production. Mrs. 
Osbern went to him with eriginal de- 
signs for the gowns and got the con- 
tract. From this beginning she built up 
a business which occupies a big house 
and employs 250 people.

His hat is 754, and his head, 
as shown by the chart of his Cincinnati hatter, is almost. a perfect oval. 
His shoulders are broad and square. He carries himself with the up- 
rightness of a soldier. His waist measure is less than fis chest measure ; 
therefore he has not that abdominal prominence that provokes the im- 
pression of fatness in the observer. 

R. TAFT dresses usually in a “sack” or business. suit: Not once 
on the 41-day tour of the country did he invest himself in a 
frock coat or don a high hat. 

Mr. Taft has a scarcity of hair, but the impression of even those 
who see him often is.that he is well supplied until something calls the 
thinness of the thatch to their attention.

TAFT DESCHIBES 
HIS RELATIONS 
Wilh CATHULICS 


— 
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ST. PAUL, Minn., Nov. 14.—In a let- 
ter to the Rev. Magnus Larson, pastor 
of the Swedish Baptist Church of this 
city, President-elect Taft describes his 
dealings with .the Roman Catholic 
Church tn the Philippines and declares 
that his course toward that church in 
the islands was the same he would have 
pursued toward any other church in the 
same circumstances. 

The letter, dated Oct. 9, and another 
written by the Rev. Mr. Larson, to’ 
which Mr. Taft’s letter was a reply, 
The clergyman asks several questions 
about Mr. Taft’s attitude toward the 
Catholic Church in the Philippines and 
all that Mr. Taft says is in reply to 
these questions. 

Mr. Taft’s letter in part follows: 

‘You ask me whether $7,000,000 were 
paid to the Catholic Church out of the 
United States, Treasury, on my recom- 
mendation. 1 reply that it was not. 


Filipinos Approved Purchase, 

‘The Friars agricultural lands in the 
Philippines, 425,000 acres or about that 
amount, were purchased from the cor- 
poration formed by the three orders of 
the Friars in the Philippines, and the 
money was paid from bonds issued by 
the Philippine Government under the 
authority of Congress, and is a charge 
upon the Philippine Islands. The pur- 
chase was approved by the Filipinos. 

“In a speech in. New York, I did not 
make a plea for the Roman Catholic 
Church in the Philippines, except to say 
this: That the influence of all the 
churches in the Philippines was neces- 
sary for the uplifting of the people. 
and therefore that everyone would de- 
aire the prosperity of all the churches, 
and that as the Roman Catholic Church 
had the largest following, everyone, 
Protestants or (atholsts, would desire 
its prosperity. 

“It is not true that half of the popu- 
‘ation, of 3,000,000 of the people are not 
Roman Catholics. 

Teachers Not Restricted, 

“The present Governor is a Roman 
Catholic, but he is one of the most care- 
ful men in maintaining an impartial! 
attitude between Catholics and Protes- 
tants that we could possiply have. He 
does not forbid teachers to take an in- 
terest in Protestant Sunday = school 
work or to attend Protestant churches. 
Only by law there is. enjoined upon 
teachers the non-teaching of religious 
matters in public schools. 

“I do not think that Catholic digni- 
taries In the Catholie Church should 
have greater consideration from a pub- 
lic official than any other regularly or- 
ganized religious body. It has .hap- 
pened that by reason of the fact that 
the Philippine Government under Spaja 
was inextricably united with the Catho- 
lic Church, and that that union. had to 
be severed and property and other in- 
terests had to be assigned to the church 
or to the state, I had much to do with 
the hierarchy of the Catlhiolic Church, 
and visited Rome, in order to bring 
about a settlement. The <ettlement has 
been brought about, and in my judg- 
ment, it is fair and just to all parties,

to that ancient realm. 

Exchanges. of notes have been in 
progress for two months or more, but 
until today there has never been an 
admission. that dnything was going on 
in a diplomatic way between the two 
governments. Baron Takahira made 
two calls at the State Department today. 

America desires a clearer understand- 
ing of the views held by Japan with re- 
gard to China. The American attitude 
has been clear since 1857. 

Hay Outlined Attitude. 

The most recent declaration on the 
however, is contained in the 
note sent out by the late John Hay to 
the Powers on July 3, 1900. In that note 
Mr. Hay laid it down as American doc- 
trine that the “territorial and adminis- 
trative entity’’ of China should be pre-. 
served. That note served as a foun- 
dation upon which the negotiations fol- 
lowing the Boxer insurrection of y ase 
year were carried on. 

All the great Powers, as well as 
Japan, not then recognized as a great 
Power, accepted that note as controll- 
ing their course in resepct to China, 
But Japan’s acceptance was net written 
in plain terms. Now the United States 
would like to know more definitely 

Like Russo-Japanese Procedure, 

Although the officials of the State 
Department will not admit it, the fact 
is that this Government took the ini- 
tiative by asking Japan to define her 
views more clearly. In doing that the 
United States entered upon a course 
not unlike that followed by Japan prior) 
to the war with Russia. Russia failed 
to respect her adherance to the note of 
July 3, 1900, in that she continued to 
occupy Manchuria after the date fixed 
by her for evacuating that province, 

Japan considered her interests placed 
in such jeopardy that she felt con- 
strained to ask Russia when compliance 
with the agreement might be expected. 
The United States is almost as deeply 
interested in the trade and’ commerce 
of Manchuria as Japan was. The,seri- 
ous illness of the Empress Dowager and. 
the death of the Emperor of China make 
it timely for the United States to begin 
inquiries which, if answered in good 
faith by Japan, will make the future 
course of the United States much plain- 
er. 


Flect Is on the Sce 
The presence of the Atlantic battle- 


ship fleet in far Eastern waters at this 
time is regarded by officials of the 
State Department as particularly fortu- 
nate. If the death of the Emperor and 
the ulness of the Bmpress Dowager pre- 
cipitates a crisis for China, the United 
States will have force enough in the 
waters of China to make her advice and 


The initiation of negotiations while the 
fleet is in far Eastern waters is official. 
ly explained as a mere coincidence. The 
negotiations, it is suspected, will meet 
with approval in London for the rea- 
son tha: British merchants have com- 
plained about Japan’s policy in Man- 
churia. 

The Japanese claim is that she is re- 
specting the open door arrangements 
made by Secretary Hay, but the fact 
is the free trade in that province has 
been so. managed that all except Jap- 
anese and Russian goods have been 
practically excluded from that province. 
The American trade In cottons has fali- 
en off from about $30,000,000 to about 
$3,000,000 and the time seems not far dis- 
tant when even that small amount of 
Manchurian trade will pass into the 
hands of the Japanese.

Can genius be preserved from the 
grave to bless mankind for centuries 
with its gifts?

CURIOUS POSSIBILITIES. 

If the reply is in the affirmative— 
and the hypothesis is no more prepos- 
terous than the properties of radium 
would have seemed to physicists of 
the early. nineteenth century—the 
grave may have lost its victory over 
those able to defray the expenses of 
longevity and the courage to hazard 
its ordeals, and death may have for- 
feited tis sting. 

A new jurisprudence may have to 
be framed, defining conditions under 
which it will be lawful to commit 
semi-suicide by agreement, one man 
slaying his body and the other his 
head, in order to combine two lives 
into one nobler than both. Penalties 
may be prescribed. for Juckless sur- 
geons who, in their-eagerness to graft 
a decrepit ‘life on a sturay young one, 
blunder and sacrifice both. 

In the future, when a rich man’s 
physicians inform him that death is 


approaching from, say, appendicitis,

heart disease, peritonitis or some 
other bodily visitation, he may dis- 
patch his lawyers to the highways and 
byways to search out some lusty 
youth who is weary of life, and bar- 
gain with him for his body. A few 
weeks afterwards, the re-enlivened 
magnate may spring from his bed 
with all the flush of youth on his 
face and the tingle of health in his 
veins, his discarded body and the 
useless head of his confederate in 
the operation having been thrust be- 
neath the earth.

CONGREGATIONS IN ST. LOUIS. 


In St. Louis there are four congre- 
gations of the Christian Science faith, 
also one in East St, Louis and one in 
the suburb of Kirkwood. ‘The build- 
ing of the First Church of Chri 
Scientist, at King’s highway an 
Westminster place, St. Louis, one of 
the hanasomest church edifices in 
the city, was erected at a cost of 
$150,000. The’Second Church congre- 
gation, which is an offshoot from 
First Church, made necessary by the 
growth of that organization, 
grown so rapidly that it is now pre- 
paring to build and has purchased a 
lot for that purpose at the corner of 
Washington boulevard and Washing- 
ton way. It is expected that a build- 
+d will be erected there in a short 


~ are also under way for a $40,- 
000 church in Kirkwood. A $32,000 
edifice was completed by the East St. 
Louis congregation last spring. 

Third Church, St. Louis, now hold- 
ing services in the Jewish Temple at 
Flad and Spring avenues, has pur- 
a a lot on Russell avenue, oppo- 

r Park, and in recogni- 
ms of its rapid growth, expects to be 
able to build there in the near fu- 
ture. The Fourth congregation holds 
ts services in Rose Hill Hall, Hamil- 
ton and Maple avenues while the Sec-

Spring avenue and have their 
‘room in the Odeon Building 
Grand avenue. 
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In Missouri outside of St. Louis 
the growth of the church has been 
equally astonishing as in this city. 
In proportion to its population it is 
possible that the increase in Kansas 
City has been greater even than inp 
St. Louis. 

Only a few years ago the first be- 
lievers in the faith. appeared in Kan- 
sas City. Their nu®bers increased in 
arn extraordinary manner unjil they 
were able to build their first church 
at a cost of more than $90,000. Short- 
ly afterwards they were obliged to 
add to the building and spent a sum

sufficient to make the total cost $115,- 
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Basing statements of the material 
growth of the organization still fur- 
ther on its ability to house itself, the 
fact that the Second Church of Kan- 
sas City, within a comparatively few 
years after its organization as a sepa- 
rate body, was able to erect an edifice 
costing $227,000 is a most convincing 
evidence of the increase in the con- 
gregation. 

First Church, Kansas City, occupies 
a lot 150x150, is of Old English style 
of architecture, of white limestone, 
with red tile roof, interior woodwork 
and pews finished in Flemish oak, 
with decorations of old rose. It has 
a bow] floor and seating capacity of 
1400. Second Church lot is 150x165 
feet, the building 105 feet square, Ro- 
man-Doric architecture, with a seat- 
ing capacity of 1059, an auditorium 
60x90 feet. The interior is beautiful- 
ly decorated and furnished with opera 
chairs. 

These descriptions give some idea 
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of the elaborate character of Chris- 
tian Science churches everywhere. 
Beauty is always one of the prime 
requisites. 

First Church, St. Joseph, cost $130,- 
000 and is one of the show places of 
that city. It is constructed of first- 
class material, steel structure, prac- 
tically fire proof. The pews are of 
mahogany. It has a seating capacity 
of 1000. 

When this church was begun there 
was much doubt of the ability of the 
congregation to carry it out. Mrs. 
Eddy sent her personal check for $700 
and a message, “God will build your 
church,” and, as one member ex- 
presses, “This was ever afterward a 
reminder, and the truth of her words 
has been verified.”

York State, which rules this degener- 
ate metropolis with an iron hand. 
New York, if it could, would today 
secede from the State of New York 
and from the ‘United States and set 
itself up as a free port, as has fre- 
quently béen agitated. 

The New Yorkers use some singu- 
larly expressive terms in describing 
the inhabitants of the West. They 
call us, “hayseeds” and ‘“Rubes.” 
Their newspapers depict Western peo- 
ple as looking like Joe Cannon, or 
else as cowboys. The only artistic 
cowboys in the United States today 
are on the stage in New York, and 
no man has yet been found in the 
West who looks like Mr. Cannon. 

But while New York patronizes 
other cities in a condescending way, 


she is herself patronized, as any New’ 


Yorker will finally admit if driven 
into a corner. Kalamazoo looks up 
to Chicago and Chicago looks up to 
New York and New York looks up to 
London. It is all a matter of size and 
poypnilation. 

But while the manner of the New 
Yorker may be highly offensive to 
the Westerner it cannot, as.a work of 
art, be compared to the manner of 
the Londoner towards the New York- 
er. The Englishman began to study 
this subject before New York came

into existence. Today he has hardly 
landed from the Lusitania before he 
begins to “rub it in hard” on the res- 
idents of Manhattan Island, in fact 
beginning the process on board the 
ship coming over if there are any 
New Yorkers there. 

The strange thing is that the New 
Yorker “stands for the bluff.” He 
begins at once to apologize for his 
own city. He admits that neither in 
population, culture, financial power, 
political power nor in wealth does 
New York compare with the great 
capital of the British Empire. He ad- 
mits all these things with shame, 
making a mental note to adopt pre- 
cisely the samé methods as the Eng- 
lishman the moment he comes to St. 
Louis, Chicago or any other city in 
the West. 

For a man occupying his position 
as the head of the Equitable Assur- 
ance Society, it is said that Mr. Paul 
Morton, in the remarks he has now 
given out concerning the relations of 
the East and the West, has been 
singularly indiscreet. Wall Street 
does not want the West to know that 
it regards it with contempt. The rul- 
ers of New York, socially and indus- 
trially, and who take their note from 


-the Stock Exchange gamblers, want 


the people of the West to bring their 
money to New York and to live there 
until the New Yorkers have taken it 
away from them. They want West- 
ern people of means to feel that they 
will be welcomed in New York. They 
don’t want the Western people to ap- 
proach the great Eastern metropolis 
in a suspicious manner, with their 
hands on their pockets. 

“In the West,” says Mr. Morton, 
“there undoubtedly is a feeling to- 
ward the Hast akin to unfriendliness, 
while the East is, perhaps, indifferent 
to what the West thinks. That 
there should be nothing but the 


strongest bond of sympathy and the 
greatest desire to co-operate between 
the two sections of the country is as 
manifest to any thinking man as an 

August sun to those who are not 
blind. This spirit, though little 
thought of now, is bound to come, 
but to bring it about quickly should 
be the aim’ of every American who is 
p.oud of his country, for as it is ex- 
pedited so will the nation be greater 
and happier. 

“Possibly the origin of this resent- 
ment of the West toward the East 
was in the early days of the Middle 
States, when many people living there 
thought the protective tariff was so 
adjusted as to favor the East and 
discriminate against the West. Those 
were the days before the benefits of 
the tariff had reached the West, when 
Western farms were mortgaged at a 
high rate of interest to the full limit, 
when corn was selling at 10 and 15 
cents and wheat for about 50 cents a 
hushel, and when freights were so 
high that, in many sections of the 
West, it was cheaper to burn corn 
as fuel than to buy coal.” 


IGNORE VAST RESOURCES. 


“The average American,” says Mr. 
Morton, “if he considers the matter at 
all, gives only passing thought to the 
resources of the West and does not 
stop to realize its enormous actuali- 
ties—what has already .been accom- 
lished and what is yet to be done. 

he Mississippi Valley—and by that 
I mean the region between the Alle- 
ghenies and the Rockies is the most 


fertile valley in the world, and the 


people who live in it will be the rich- 
est on earth. In that vast region lie 
the future prosperity and political 
destiny of the United States. Where 
there have been no great cattle 
ranches or miles of waving grain or 
immense orchards, irrigation is con- 
verting arid lands into rich farms.”’ 

Yet of this vast region the average 
Easterner knows but little. 

“One reason,” says Mr. Morton, “for 
a somewhat bitter feeling toward the 
East on the part of the West and 
South was the idea that the East was 
getting rich too rapidly, and indulg- 
ing in altogether too much extrava- 
gance; that, in some way or other. 
this was being accomplished at the 
xpense of other sections of the coun- 
ry. 

“Then, again, the apparent indif- 
sxrence of the East toward the West 
y as offensive. It has been the custom 
o: the Eastern comic papers to car- 
toon the Western farmer, the cow- 
boy or the politician, and it has not 
been an uncommon practice for East- 
ern people to refer slightingly to their 
Western neighbors. It is the excep- 
tion where this is done, perhaps, but 


.it has been done in such a silly way 


that it reflects only discredit on those 
who do it. ‘There is no difference be- 
tween the people of the West and 
those of the East that cannot be 
changed by environment. 


MISFORTUNE TO WESTERNERS. 

“Yet to be a Western man is con 
sidered by many Easterners to be r 
great misfortune, while to be a West. 
ern woman is, in the minds of many 
Eastern women, an almost unpardon- 
able sin, and the farther West one 
comes from the less forgivable is the 
offense. 

“IT had the pleasure of sitting next 
to a well-known New York lady at 
dinner not long ago,” says Mr. Mor- 
ton, “and she expressed herself as be- 
ing very much interested in the West, 
at the same time saying that she had 
been brought up to consider Western 
people a rather inferior class. But 
recently, she went on, she had been 
out West visiting, and had been very 
much impressed with the fact that 
Western people weré quite like East- 
ern people, and that she thought the 
life out there was very interesting. 

“I told her that I was glad to hear 
her say this, and asked her how far 
West she had been. 

“She said she had been as far as 
Utica, N. Y. 

“Again,” says this authority, “the 
feeling against the East has been 
fanned and irritated by politicians 
and demagogues who have made bids 
for popular favor.

many other corporations. He then 
went after Wall Street and _ the 
‘money power,’ and finally turned and 
vigorously abused the railroads. He 
said such mean things about the rail- 
roads that one of his hearers stood up 








most eminent financiers of New York 
are from the West and South. These 
men know the country they hail from 
and love it. They have not the slight- 
est idea of doing it any injustice. 

“The West welcomes closer. ac- 
quaintance. Its spirit was well ex- 
pressed when, a few years ago, it 
was my pleasure to take a distin- 
guished party of Chicago merchants 
and manufacturers to Oklahoma.

“A horse takes no pleasure in his 
paces and proud steps, but performs 
them unwillingly merely because he 
is afraid not to. He is no ‘friend 
of man,’ but his sulky slave, who 
obeys not from affection, but from 
ear.

The depth of water in which the 
treasure ship sank was not great and 
the lure of her gold has kept treasure 
seekers hard at work for a century. 
Some remarkable new devices for 
searching for the treasure have now 
been called imto use. 

Up to date, less than one-quarter 
of her treasure has been recovered. 
The rest lies hidden among her rot- 
ting timbers, which are deep sunk in 
the shifting saads. 

The swift tides and currents make 
the work of divers very difficult, and 
the searchers for the Lutine bullion 
have tried many @evices to overcome 
this difficulty. 

One method waa to make a great

circular wall of sandbags round the 
ancient wreck. Powerful suction 
dredges were set to work to pump 
away the sand, which was caught in 
sieves. The coins which came up 
with the sand were thus separated out 
of it and the sand was then run back 
ona the sea outside of the sandbag 
wall. 

Only coins were recovered by this 
device. The bars of bullion were too 
heavy. The very latest invention for 
dealing with the Lutine wealth is an 
immense steel funnel. It is something 
like 100 feet long and so large that 
it can be fitted inside with a winding 
staircase. The divers will be able to 
descend into an airtight chamber at 
the bottom, whence they can walk 
out and begin their search without the 
tedious delay entailed by the use of 
ropes for ascending and descending. 

There are'dozens of treasure-hunt- 
ing inventions. Those of Cavaliere 

o-—the hydroscope and elevator— 
opened up a new road to the sunken 
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treasures of the sea bottom. No diver 
in diving dress can descend to a 
depth of more than 200 feet. With the 
aid of his inventions, the plucky Ital- 
jan has been, on more than 150 ocea- 
sions, to a depth of 500 feet or more. 
Submarine boats of all kinds have 
been built for searching sunken 
wrecks. Last year a curious subma- 
rine was devised, which has regula- 
tors by which the internal pressure 
can be made the same as that of the 
surrounding water. The bottom of 
the boat can then be opened and the 
‘divers step out on to the seabed. 
A Spanish treasure ship in Tober- 
Bay was located by means of 
a divining rod. John Stears, a well- 
known Yorkshire water diviner, did 
the work with a forked twig, similar 
to that used for finding water. 
the small boat passed across the 
site of the wreck the twig moved for 
every separate gun in the old galleon, 
Trawis have been used to recover 
valuables sunk In the sea. About three 
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age ago a small steamer was swept 
y a sea just outside Sydney harbor, 
and, among other things, three bags 
of gold, containing about $6000, were 
lost overboard. Two bags were re- 
covered by means of an ordinary fish- 
ing trawl. : 

Still another method of reclaiming 
buried treasure has been seen In Peru, 
where lakes have been systematically 
drained to find the ample treasures 
flung recklessly into their depths by 
Inca priests.

That man was right who declared 
that when a wild animal is. to be 
broken, the first thing to break is 
his spirit and his heart—which is 
done with a club. It is beyond the 
intelligence of a wild beast to under- 
stand the teachings of a human mind. 
That gentle wile by which a wild 
animal can be taught tricks has never 
been discovered, and, by reason of 
the nature of the beast, never will— 
they are whipped, pronged and tor- 
tured into tricks. They cannot un- 
derstand kindness. Cause them to 
suffer and they will heed. 

When an elephant stands on its 
head during a performance, the ad- 
miring crowd marvels at its exhibi- 
tion of “intelligence.” The trainer 
makes his bow and is pleased. He 
takes the credit because he has sub- 
jugated the will of the beast to his 
own. But how? 

Not by kindness, as the audience 
supposes. By sheer brutality. When 
the elephant is removed from the 









neck. | movemen

attached to the iron fetters that en- 
circle his legs. Each of these ropes 
is securely tied to an iron staple, so 
that the beast cannot move an ap- 
preciable distance in any direction. 
The trainer then hitches an iron 
hook into the elephant’s hide, well 
up on his back, and begins to pull. 

If the beast refuses—as he always 
does at first—weight is put into the 
pull, and the blood flows if the ele- 
phant is very obstinate. Roars and 
squeals are of no avail—he has got 
to learn that he has no _ chance 
against the trainer. But it is only 
when the pain becomcs unbearable 
that he rolls over. For thus acqui- 
escing he gets a piece of sugar as a 
reward. Then he is pu* through the 
performance again and again, until 
he will lie down at a signal. 

There is one trick, however, which 
can be taught an elephant by ca- 
jolery—that of standing on his hind 
legs. The trainer, elevated on a 
high stool, holds a piece of sugar or 
some other delicacy, just above the 
beast’s trunk. As he cannot reach 
it on all fours he. rises on his hind 
legs to take the pleasing morsel. This 


t is practiced continually until the 


brute realizes what is required. and 
is willing to stand up at a signal. 


When cajolery fails the old method is 
resorted to. Strong ropes are at- 
tached to chains on the animal’s fore- 
legs, and he is hoisted by sheer force 
until he stands erect upon his hind 
legs. 

The amazing antics of a perform- 
ing bear are watched with keen de- 
light by thousands of grown-ups and 
juveniles each year in all parts 
of the world. But few people have 
any idea of the pain suffered by these 
nomads of the forest in. the period 
between early captivity and their first 
public appearance in the arena. ‘A 
bear is less susceptible to pain than 
most wild animals, but, nevertheless, 
he has his vulnerable spots, particu- 
larly his eyes, ears and nose. The 
trainer, naturally seeking the weak- 
est spots, directs his attention to the 
nose and ears. When Mr. Bruin has 
been effectively tied down and 
chained, his claws are cut as close as 
the flesh will permit. His nose is 
pierced and into the bleeding circle 
there is clamped a metal ring, to 
which a long rope is attached, by 
means of which the movements 
beast are directed.

A similar story of wonderful deliv- 
erance from death is told by Weis and 
Weindel, who likewise climbed out 
on a window ledge four stories high 
on the Broadway side of the building, 
and lay there until rescued by fire- 
men. 

“‘We were as completely trapped as 
were Heuser and Schellhammer,”’ said 
Weis, “for it seemed not more than 
an instant after the detonation of the 
explosion that the halls and stair- 
ways were raging with flames. We 
ran across the hall, while the fire 
raced after us, to another room and 
closed the door behind us. In a few 
minutes we could hear the element 
roaring against the door. 

“Through every crac poured thick 
smoke, acrid and blinding, and jets of 
fire spurted in, increasing in numbers 
as if by magic. We, too, were com- 
pelled to crawl to the narrow ledge 
and lie there despairing between two 
deaths. 

“To us, also, came at the last mo- 
ment the impulse not to jump, and 
the assurance that our lives were not 
to be lost. The miraculous breeze fol- 
lowed, driving the flames and smoke 
back until they could no longer 
harm us. 

“But for this interposition, which 
we regard as Divine, we should have 
been burned to a crisp or have hurled 
ourselves to death against the stones 
beneath. 

“When we were saved, people told 
us that the moment when the saving 
gust came to our aid, Father Furlong 
had begun his prayers to heaven for 
our preservation.”’

Then, believing no human aid pos- 
sible, he raised his hands aloft, and, 
calling aloud, repeated the Lord’s 
Prayer, with its eloquent adjuration, 
“Deliver us from evil,” and after- 
wards, a Latin prayer composed by 
St. Bernard, beseeching deliverance 
from danger. for the four men 
crouched above. 

“No sooner had I pronounced these 
prayers,” says the priest, “while a 
throng knelt around me, than it 
seemed as if a phenomenal change

N EXCEEDINGLY interesting plant, which 
has been introduced from Asia, is the “burn- 
ing bush” (dictamnus fraxinella).

T IS discomforting enough to learn 
from a poet that to all human be- 
ings, owing to variations of their 
eyes, we present different aspects, 
some of them unflattering enough to 
our own estimate of our personal ap- 
pearance. But now comes Prof. Ot- 
to Birnlein of Berlin with che ghast- 
ly information that to certain insects, 
such as butterflies and moth., we are 
visible only as skeletons. 

Consider the spectacle viewed by a 
butterfly as it soars above the after- 
moon parade on Olive street, St. Louis. 
Of what avail are silken gowns and 
spreading, beplumed hats, or fashion- 
ably tailored suits and elegant spats; 
or, indeed, the glowing damask en- 
velop of flesh whose beauty, accord- 
ing to the admonition of pessimists, 
is only skin deep? Before the X-ray 
eye of the butterfly men and women 
are stripped to their very core, leav- 
ing only the metal in their dress and 
pockets and the skeleton. 

Imagine yourself an insect endowed 
with this power of sight, fluttering 
into St. Louls and floating above 


the eyesight of insects and animals 
for years, and has discovered that 
many bugs can see perfectly in the 
ultra-violet rays which are invisible 
to the human eye. The _ sensitive 
plate of a camera responds readily to 
the ultra-violet rays, and a pieture 
can be taken by them in a room ap- 
parently pitch dark. 

On the other hand, the camera is 
blind to the red-light rays visible to 
human beings. It has been observed 
by Prof. Birnlein that most insects 
with X-ray eyes are also blind to the 
red and infra-red waves, which, to 
human beings, are the most malefi- 
cent of colors and would cause uni- 
versal insanity if they were not coun- 
teracted by the presence of green and 
yellow. 

It is not easy to see why nature 
gave men and most animals eyes that 
are useless in the ultra-violet light,

erhaps the explanation lies in the 
history of the development of life on 
the earth. The ultra-violet rays are 
quenched in a cloudy, foggy atmos- 
phere such as prevailed during the 
early stages of life on the planet. 
Beonomical nature did not take the 
trouble to construct organs to register 
light rays which were present in an 
inappreciable quantity. 

Maj. Charles E. Woodruff, in his 
well-known work, “The Effects of 
Tropical Light on White Men,” shows 
how dangerous to men is their lack of 
ultra-violet nerve sense. 

“There have been numerous cases,” 
he writes, “of permanent injury to 
the eyes and even of blindness, due 
tu X-rays. This applies to radium 
rays and also to ultra-violet, so that 
dark glasses are really necessary to 
blonds in the tropics, though we ig- 
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Xore this as a rule and run the risk. 
Sye diseases cause 16.47 admission 
oer thousand in our sick report in 
he United States, but in the Phil- 
ippines it is 18.89. 

“It is an unsolved mystery why 
there should be no human nerve ap- 
paratus to receive impressions from 
the harmful ultra-violet rays, while 
we can perceive the lower rays by 
sight or temperature sense. If the 
heat sense was evolved because those 
having it were guided from harmful 
‘o beneficial temperatures, why did 
we not evolve a@ pain sense to de 
us away from harmful sun rays?” 


FOR POLICEMEN’S USE. 


It is promised by scientists that in 
the near future policemen will be pro- 
vided with pocket X-ray apparatus, 
tu be used like a monocle. Standing 
idly on the corner, the policeman will 
be able to tell at a glance what men 
are carrying concealed weapons. On 
the other hand, a crook, having pos- 
sessed himself of the same marvelous 
instrument, will be able instantly to 
perceive in the affable stranger seek- 
ing to win his confidence a dangerous 
detective, from the handcuffs in his 
pocket. | 

Men are so accustomed to the ap- 
pearance which they present to each 
other that they never think of the 
utterly different and grotesque as- 
pects they wear to birds, fish, worms 
and even babies. 

In many “amusement parlors” are 
curved mirrors in which a man may 
behold himself contorted from a cane- 
like giant to a squat dwarf, and from 
& spindling to a considerable verisi- 
militude of William Howard Taft. 
Amusing as these spectacles are to 
many people, their vanity might be 
shocked to learn that these carica- 
tures are the appearance which we 
always present to fish in their aquari- 
ums and pools. 

In England one of the picture pos- 
tal companies is now preparing a 
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series of photographs taken in pools, 


rivers and tanks, showing just how 
human beings look to the fish. The 
camera was made waterproof and had 
a lense with an angle of vision about 
as wide as the lense in a trout’s eye. 
Pictures have been taken at various 
depths, with startling results. 

To a fish in an aquarium in St. 
Louis the surface of his tank looks 
like an undulating mirror, through 
which he sees nothing. Along the 
sides of the tank a column of light 
follows him, in which he sees rotund, 
distorted spectators appear, and van- 
ish without sound.

Scientists Joyful Over Discovery

The first thing a dinosaur did on 
getting up was to runt around for 
his breakfast, which usually consisted 
of some herbivorous or amphibious 
monster, the former built on the gen- 
erous lines of an elephant, with the 
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ISSOURI has the distinction of having 
within her borders as a resident, the 
most extensive farmer in the ~United 

States, if not in the world. No other state o- 
country can boast of a greater. 

David Rankin of Tarkio is accorded with this 
distinction. Not only is he the most extensive 
farmer in our country, but he is alsu the largest 
cattle and hog feeder in America. Besides his 
big farming industries and undertakings, he is 
interested in many other lines. He owns a good 
portion of a bank, hotel, opera house and the 
principal portion of Tarkio, besides land in every 
direction from the town. 

Mr. Rankin is a typical farmer and is of Scotch- 
Irish descent. He is 6 feet 2 inches tall and 
weighs 175 pounds; he wears gold-rimmed eye- 
glasses, which fasten over his ears; his beard 
is thick, trimmed evenly and quite gray. He 
dresses in plain clothes and in general appear- 
ance is a plain, every-day farmer. 

The Rankin farms are known in Missouri. But 
adjoining states do not realize the extent of this 
one man’s work. To those who have never vis- 
ited a big farm or ranch, the method of carrying 
on the work seems quite a problem. Mr. Rankin 
owns i4 big farms, containing 22,000 acres of 
land, and which combined together outrank any 
individual farm in size. It takes 700 teams to do 
his work in the busy season of haying, corn 
plowing and harvesting. He employs something 
lixe 300 men during this season of the year. 

Each farm has a foreman, who looks after the 
workings of the men and work intrusted to his 
charge. He makes a monthly report to Mr. Ran- 
kin, showing each month the amount spent and 
collected by him. 

An examination of the final statement of a 
year ago shows astonishing facts. The number 
of cattle sold was 7539, bringing $172,520. The 


number of hogs sold was 8249, bringing $112,846. 


The total clearance of his farm industries dur- 
ing 1905 brought him over $100,000. He will, it is 
believed, do about as well the present season. 

During July and August the large number of 
teams and men at work in the fields of Mr. Ran- 
kin make a remarkable sight. One field shows 
42 teams plowing corn. In another a dozen teams 
may be seen cutting and binding corn with im- 
proved corn binders, and a dozen teams running 
mowing machines cutting hay, cane and different 
forage crops. Those persons who have visited 
all parts of the civilized, world claim that no 
other agricultura] scene like it can be wit- 
nessed. 

David Rankin is a busy man, yet he finds time 
to spend helping make life better and brighter. 
Recently he gave Tarkio College $50,000. It_is 
the leading educational institution in that part 
of Missouri. He has assisted the poor of his 
vicinity in many ways. 

When Mr. Rankin was married he was too 
‘poor to buy a bread board, and he says he was 
“close along the line” for several years follow- 
ing. But after working hard and getting fairly 
started in life’s battle he gradually increased his. 
belongings, each year extending his work up to 
the present time. 

A statement of some of his transactions is in- 
teresting. The number of acres of land he culti- 
vates is 22,190; expense including interest, $91,- 
851.13; expenses per acre for cultivating, $4.77; 
amount of corn bought, 385,749 bushels; amount 
paid for chain harness for working teams, $3000; 
running expensess per day in busy season, $300. 

Mr. Rankin has a fine country home, and the 
a barn in Missouri.

ed States, and cover more territory than any 
other one min living looks after. It is an every 
day business for Mr. Rankin to visit each farm 
@nd personally direct the work of his different 

en. Although he is now 86 years of age, 
he never fails to go the rounds in good weather, 
‘Q@nd when not prevented by illness. It is a fa- 
“miliar sight to see him stop and assist the men 
ih pulling a steer out of a mud hole or help build 


a shade over a fat porker. 

It can truthfully be said of Mr. Rankin that he 
is monarch of all he surveys. Standing at a 
designated spot, looking. east, west, north or 
south, nothing but his farms can be seen. 

The wheat farms of the Dakotas, of Southern 
Canada and the great Northwest of our own 
country, particularly in Oregon, have been pic- 
tured and described times without number. They 
are immense, there is no doubt of that. There 
are single fields covering ‘many square miles of 
territory and several dozen~reapers and binders 
can be worked in-them at once, to say nothing 
of the great 30-horse machines which cut, thrash 
and put the grain:into sacks at one operation. 

But these cannot be called -farms. in the real 
sense of the word. A farmer is a man who tills 
the soil for varied crops. He is called the most 
independent man on earth. He takes out of the 
ground whatever he needs, either directly or indi- 
rectly. He is at no man’s beck and call, though 


speculators sometimes force his prices up or down, 
as suits their fancy. 

David Rankin is a farmr of the old-time sort. 
He does not depend upon one crop, but his yield 
is diversified. He sells much, but is not com- 
pelled to buy. Other people depend upon him, and 
in this way he fulfills the true mission of the 
agriculturist. 


The East still holds some large farms, par- 
ticularly in New York and Pennsylvania, but 
what they call large in those sections would look 
very small and trivial beside Mr. Rankin’s acres. 
Three hundred acres is a large farm almost any- 
where until the Mississippi is crossed, though in 
Ilifmois and some others of the Middle States 
there are farms of much larger acreage. It is not 
so many years ago that the prairie farms of Illi- 
nois were among the largest in the country, but 
they have been cut into smaller farms and in- 
dividual. farming is rarely carried on there on 
a very large scale. 
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
